King Edward’s Horse Disbanded. 





The King has approved, with 
creat regret, the disbandment of 


King Edward’s Horse (the King’s 
Overseas Dominions Regiment), 
with efiect from March 31st. <At 
first stvled ‘“‘The 
jals** the Regiment 
in November’ 1901, during the 
South African War. In that year 
on the recommendation of the See- 
retary for War and the Com- 
mander in Chief, Kine Edward 
approved the formation of ‘‘a 
Mounted Corps with machine gun 
battery, ambulance, and signallers, 
attached, to be composed of Colon- 
ials resident in and near London.’’ 
In 1911 the title was changed to 
‘*Kine Edward's Horse,’’ but the 
conception of the Regiment  re- 
mains the same.—(Army, Navy & 
Air Force Gazette.)

The Kine Edward’s Horse were 
brigaded with the Roval Canadian 
Dragoons, and The Lord Strath- 
econa’s Horse in ‘‘Seeley’s Force’ 
and worked with us- in —the 
trenches during the early days of 
the war. On the formation of the 
Canadian Cavalry Brigade they 
were replaced by the Fort Garrv 
Horse. The Kine Edward’s 
Horse then maintained a squadron 
in France as Corps Cavalry, and 
the remainder of the regiment 
were stationed in Ireland,
